“We are constantly learning new 
and better ways for improving men­ 
tally. bu t are retarding ou r physical 
development. 
Ou r play as 
well 
as 
ou r work mu st 
be 
organized 
and 
planned. 
“The soldiers learned the valu e of 
games and play. 
The Allies saw the 
need of co-operation to be able 
to 
play su ccessfu lly. 
They even w ent 
so far as to employ ou r men to train 
them in team work for plRy. 
“This work m u st be started in the 
homes and carried all throu gh school 
life to make the strongest men and 
women for ou r citizens.” 
Refreshm ents were served and 
a 
social hou r enjoyed. 


BERLIN. 
May 
1.—Americans who 
have been sent on missions into Ger­ 
many to deal with prisoners or handle 
food delivery have had their trou bles 
with the bolsheviks, and are becoming 
experienced bolshevik tamers. 
Probably the most ticklish situ a­ 
tion. or series of situ ations, for there 
are new difficu lties every hou r, is at 
the port of Dantzig, where the Ameri­ 
cans 
are 
u nloading 
foodships 
and 
sending su pplies into Poland. 
Dant­ 
zig is abou t seventy per cent German 
and thirty per cent Poland. 
It has 
been a center of trou ble u ntil every­ 
one is ready 
to bolshevik 
on the 
slightest pretext. 
Threatening 
movements 
led 
the 
Americans to distribu te food among 
the people of Dantzig to keep them 
qu iet. 
The food did qu iet u nrest and 
destroyed the desperate note in the 
people’s demands. 
To u nload the. ships, the Americans 
hired Germans, and after the distribu ­ 
tion of food, it was thou ght the honor 
system m ight be u sed. 
It failed, and 
stealing was ram pant. 
Finally Amer­ 
ican sailor gu ards with arms, were 
placed as overseers along the docks 
and the Germans were examined as 
they left the gates after the day’s 
work. 
Labor leaders soon began to pro­ 
voke strikes and trou bles. Daily there 
are new demands on the part of the 
workmen. 
Equ ally trying has been the work at 
the Ru ssian prison camps scattered 
over Germany. 
In all of them are 
American officers and soldiers and 
Red Gross workers getting the Ru s­ 
sians in shape to go back home as 
clean and healthy in body and mind 
as possible. 
There has been hardly a 
camp that has not had u prisings and 
bolsheviking, and it has requ ired more 
than ordinary tact to win the Ru ssians 
to respect au thority and keep orders. 
In o n ly one instance so far have the 
Americans had to allow the German 
gu ards tou se weapons to qu ell a re­ 
volt.
